Mr. Editor: It is much easier to point 
out difficulties than to remedy them: to 
show what ought to be done than to do it. 
It seems very plain to me, as pointed out 
last Sunday morning, that the great diffi- 
culty in the way of solving the problem 
Of woman's work is found in the prejudices 
of society, in its hitherto irrepressible dis- 
position to put a social discount upon every 
woman who works for her “daily bread.” 
This difficulty is seen to be sufficiently for- 
midable, but what isthe remedy? There 
isnoremedy. It may be palliated, defied 
er endured. There may be, byand-by, 
some little improvement. But as long as 
human nature is what it is, workin peo- 
ple, and working-women particularly, will 
never be altogether free from the despotism 
and the fear of “society.” The non-work- 
ers will always claim social superiority, 
and the workers will do their best to estab- 
lish the claim by resenting it. Moreover, 
they will quit work, whenever they dare, 
and claim a place “in the charmed circle ” 
of those who neither “ toil” nor “ spin.” 
There is something inexpressibly fascina- 
ting in the dream of living without work. 
“as any lord or lady.” I, for one, Mr. Ed- 
itor, have lost all hope of getting people 
to believe in the “true dignity of labor °— 
in the “essential nobleness of work.” 
There is no subject upon which it is so 
easy to declaim; there is no article of the 
creed to which it is so difficult to win sin- 
cere believers. At all events, such has 
been the teaching of history, and such is 
now the verdict of experience. It is a 
great pity that the non-workers should 
make the workers feel so very badly about 
the necessity that is laid upon them. It is 
alsosad that the workers should take the 
non-recognition of idlers so much to heart— 
as if in that were to be found the real good 
of continued existence. In the non-work- 
ers, pride breeds superciliousness and con- 
tempt; in the workers, envy and resent- 
ment. The chief difference is, that the 
second class are the greater sufferers. In 
each class it is only sound philosophy and 
true religion, that can cure the disease. 

One thing tet women who dare to work 
for their daily bread distinctly and once 
for all understand: They are to find help in 
themselves, and not from “ Society ””—twhat- 
ever that is. The attitude of supplicants 
does not become them. Moreover, “Soci- 
ety’ answers no prayers, having neither 
soul nor conscience, and being so absorbed 
in self-worship, that its ear is deaf, as its 
heart isstone. ‘Let a woman who seeks or 
occupies a “situation as teacher or gover- 
ness, Or in any respectable employment 
whereby she may earn her daily bread,” 
look to her own soul and to God for 
strength. A wise, working woman will 
not waste time nor self-respect in trying to 
bribe the stony face of the social Sphynx 
intosmiles by fawningupon it. Its smiles, 
such as they are, are not worth the cost. 
Recognition by le bon ton is, after all, not 
the chief end of human existence. Such 
recognition does not make the sunshine 
brighter nor the sky bluer; it does not dig- 
nify labor nor make the laborer’s soul any 


the protege, or to receive the compliments 
of “Society.” To be free is better. Wise 
and brave women will look to their own 
souls and to God, and they will be free in- 
deed. Unfortunately, the majority are not 
wise enough to see this, nor brave enough 
to dare it. These deserve sympathy and 
encouragement, rather than pity or cen- 
sure. Alas! itis so much easier to pity 
than to sympathize, to censure than to en- 
courage.

as would carry them victoriously over 
most of the obstacles that now obstruct 
their way. 

One thing seems plain: If women were 
only free enough not to be the slaves of 
fashion; if our pretty girls, with slim 
urses, Would only not wrinkle their fair 
rows with anxious scheming to dress

obliged to work for their daily bread. 
It is told of Bishop Ashbury, who was 
always a bachelor, that he held it as a sort 
of chivalric creed that every man is mor- 
ally bound to support one woman and 
that, out of his small salary, he annually 
made a remittance to a maiden aunt in 
England. If the good Bishop’s “maiden 
aunt” dressed like some of these Georgia 
girls, who,on Sunday morning, in God’s 
pitying presence, convert the Church into a 
parade ground, and worship into a dress- 
parade, | apprehend that he did not get 
enough from Maine to the Gulf, in a whole 
year, to have paid for a singlé trousseau— 
cording to Demorest. 
I see from the papers, that somebody is 
trying to get up a petition to Mr. George 
Peabody, with ten thousand names of 
Southern women attached asking that em- 
inent philanthropist to give such direction 
to some of his recent benevolent donations 
as shall bring relief to destitute women in 
the South. For one,I deplore such beg- 
gary, and am glad that the New York 
World has administered a wholesome and 
deserved rebuke to the promoters of the 
scheme. After all, I trust that there is some 
nistake in the report, and that Southern 
women are not kneeling even to Mr. Geo. 
Peabody. Donations and charities do not 
bring deliverance from the difficulties we 
have been considering. 
As to the practical methods of getting 
suitable work for our noble country women 
that is the troublesome part of the subject. 
But if our men of business and our ruling 
women will only take firmly and resolute- 
ly hold of this problem they can relieve it 
of many of its difficulties. Let them only 
feel a true brotherly andsisterly sympathy 
for the thousands who long for work to do, 
and this will carry us half-way to victory. 
Whoever teaches another how to earn, by 
honest toil, his daily bread, and how to keep 
a good conscience, void of offense, is a phi- 
lanthropist indeed. Such a man can say 
with the Prince of Uz: “When the ear 
heard me then it blessed me; and when the 
eye saw me then it gave witness to me. I 
was a father to the poor. The blessing of 
him that was ready to perish came upon 
me, and I caused the widow’s heart to sing 
for joy!”
